CHICAGO, Nov. 8.—Next Thurs- 
| day night there will be the most 
brilliant spectacle of shooting stars 
ever afforded this generation, it 
was predicted today by astrono- 
mers at the Yerkes Observatory at 
Williams Bay, Wis. On that night 
the earth moves into the astral 
region of the Leonid meteors, 
thought to be the remnants -of a 
comet, 

The Leonid group, it was ex- 
plained by Prof. Edwin B. Frost, 
director of the observatory, whirls 
around the sun in an orbit that 
crosses the earth’s. Every No- 
vember the orbits meet, but in 
an interval of every 33 years the 
earth passes sqvarely through the 
_ center of the Leonid orbit. 

“The meteors speed through in- 
terplanetary space at a tempera- 
ture about 400 degrees below zero,”

enter the atmosphere of the earth 
the friction heats them to a glow 
and they usually burn up before 
they strike the ground.”

Interrupts Witnesses. 
Twice Mrs. Matiock had kates

Another Walk Over Hills. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hoover went for a 
short walk over the hills again to- 
day, but this time they found 
themselves in the company of se- 
cret service men. Hoover later re- 
tired to his study to read hundreds 
more of the congratulatory letters 
which continued to pour into his 
home. Some of these were an- 
swered immediately. 

Advised by Gov. John Hammill 
that the people of his birthplace, 
West Branch, Ia., were celebrating 
his election, Hoover sent this mes- 
sage to the Governor at West 
Branch: “Will you convey my 
greetings to the people of West 
Branch and the State of Iowa? I 
am deeply grateful for the sup- 
port my native State has given to 
the cause of our party and for the 
neighborly friendship they have 
shown to me.” 

Gratified by Result in South.

Clayton on Wife’s Story

Michael Meeker, formerly of St, 
Louis, charged at Clayton with 
murder in the first degree on ine 
formation from his wife that he 
killed his 13-year-old son in St, 
Louis County to get $4500 life ine 
surance, was brought back today 
from Dryden, N. Y., where he has 
been farming. He denied that he 
killed'his son. 

His wife, he explained, made the 
charge tn order to get his property. 
He said he took out the insur- 
ance on the boy’s life chiefly to 
help a friend of his, who was sell- 
ing insurance, and denied he killed 
the boy so he could collect the in- 
surance and purchase a farm in 
the East. He added that he long 
had planned to go to New York 
State. 

Meeker arrived in custody of «4 
deputy sheriff. He was not ac- 
companied by his wife or their 
three children. He was locked in 
jail at Clayton and held without 
bond. 

The information supplied by Mra, 
Meeker was that Meeker shot his 
son, Michael Meeker Jr... by a preée< 
vious wife, and later told that the 
boy was shot by a highwayman, 
who held them up in thei® automo- 
bile.

his Democratic opponent, Albert 
Conway. The vote was: Ward lI,- 
951,156: Conway, 1,954,431. 

The figures for President with 22 
districts unreported were: Hoover, 
2,176,292; Smith, 2,078,800—Hoo- 
ver plurality 97,492. 

Returns indicated that Senator 
Royal S. Copeland and State Comp- 
troller Morris E. Tremaine had 
been re-elected on the Democratic 
ticket and that Herbert H. Leh- 
man had been elected Lieutenant- 
Governor on the same ticket. Two 
other places on the State ticket ap- 
peared to have been won by Re- 
publicans, 

Copeland is leading former Am- 
bassador Alanson B. Houghton, the 
Republican candidate, by mre 
than 100,000. The Democratic 
Senator set a new record in the 
city, winning here by 550,000, 32,- 
000 greater than given Smith in 
1924. 

George W. Olvany, leader of 
Tammany Hall, today offered an 
explanation for the comparatively 
small plurality for Smith in New 
York City. Tammany leaders had 
estimated his plurality would ove 
581,000 at least, whereas it was 
448,000. 

Olvany denied that the organiza- 
tion had failed to function.

While it is impossible to return a yes or no answer to the question, it is obvious 
there are many things about America which puzzle and antagonize Englishmen, 
such as our elevated discourses on morality as contrasted with our performance.

T is ebvious that this question cannot be 
answered within the Iimits of a single 
article: it ig doubtful, indeed, whether it 
can be answered at all. No Englishman— 
as Americans are never tired of telling us 
—an hope to understand, much hess to 
judge. a country of the size of America. 
which presents such a multitude of con- 
flicting aspects, which touches the life of 
our times at go many points, and turns so 
many faces to the world. Even if he could, 
how could he venture to speak for England ” 
Cur feelings with regard to America are 
as diverse as the phenomena which provoke 
them; they include fear, dislike, wonder, 
bewilderment, admiration and awe, and to 
resolve these conflicting emotions into a 
single uniform attribute is ebviously impos- 
sible.

When we hear of “Big Bill” 
we think that Americans are mad and 
American political life a nightmare. Whea 
we read the accounts of the trial, impris- 
onment and death of Sacco and Vanzetti 
or of the persecution of-radicals, we think 
of them as a crowd of savages Diinded by 
political prejudice. When rumor reaches 
us of a moral standard so high that it 
takes offense at the smoking of cigarettes 
by Miss Royden, while tolerating a death 
roll of approximately one person a day by 
murder and hold-up in the offended city 
we are frankly puzzied. When we listen 
to the elevated discourses on morality 
which pour from American public wutter- 
ances or sustain the moral sentiments which 
so plentifully interlard the conversation of 
the Americans we meet, and when we learn 
at the sarme time that the discontent of a 
New York audience on finding that the title 
of Pirandelio’s play, Naked, wag to be in 
terpreted in a spiritual sense only. culmi- 
nated in riot — when, in short. we hea* 
Americans making more fuss about mora!- 
ity than any other people, and then read 
Judge Ben Lindsey's book, the Revolt oi 
Modern Youth, we find our bewilderment 
taking shape and forming iteelf into the 
word “hypocrisy.”

Hypocrisy! The fact that we are some- 
what given to the practice ourselves makes 
our eyes the keener to it in others. Bringing 
this sharpened faculty to bear upon tho 
American scene, what strikes us chiefly and 
immediately is the astonishing disparity be- 
tween public profession and private prac 
tice. We have a long way to go yet de 
fore men's practices can be made to square 
with their professiona, Du= the first sep 
is for their professions to condemn ther 
practices.

To take a recent example of this ten- 
dencr, it is well known that every nation 
desires a big army and a big navy, because 
the possession of instruments of destructio2 
confers power and ministers to nsationai 
pride. But it is only to Americans that tu 
would be possible fer Mr. Wilbur to advo- 
cate a big navy on the ground that the 
American navy is animated by a spirit of 
splendid, Godgiven, Christlike service. The 
habits of big battleships when hit upon 
the port cheek of immediately turning the 
starboard cheek to the enemy is presum- 
ably well known to Americans, though it 
has umaccountably escaped notice else- 
where.

St. Louis County voters have 


elected a Democratic physician in- 
stead of a Mepublican undertaker 
as Coroner, but to all other local 
offices they elected Republicans 
and gave substantial majorities to 
the Republican national and State 
candidates. 

A vote of approximately 75,000 
was cast in Tuesday's election in 
the county, which is more than 50 
per cent greater than the previous 
record of 47,000 in the general 


election of 1924. The vote Tues- 
day was about 92 per cent of the 
registration of 82,380, another rec- 
ord for the county. 

Circuit Judge Mulloy and Provl- 
sional Circuit Judge Nolte, Repub- 
licans elected to succeed them- 
selves, led their whole ticket and 
each polled more votes than’ the 
total cast by all parties in 1924. 
Unofficial returns for one of the 
144 county precincts — Richmond 
Heights No. 4, which has a regis- 
tration of 666 voters—are unavail- 
able, due to some oOfficial’s error, 
and the figures given hereafter are 
for 143 precincts, but the added 
vote will not change the result, 

Hoover's Vote Surprises. 

President-elect Hoover had a 
9000-vote lead over Gov. Smith, al- 
though it generally was’ thought 
the race between them would be 
much closer, With possibly a nar- 
row advantage for Smith, The 
vote was: Hoover, 41,528: Smith, 
32,640. However, Secretary of 
State Becker, re-elected, who led 
the State ticket in the county with 
44,432 votes, had a 14,000 major- 
ity and Governor-elect Caulfield 
gained an 11,000 majority. The 
county has shown itself against 
prohibition repeatedly, and the 
switch of several thousand votes 
to Smith probably was large- 
ly due to this factor. Sen- 
ator-elect Patterson received 
slightly fewer votes than Hoover, 
and led Charles M. Hay, his Dem- 
ocratic opponent by only 8000 
votes. 

Dr. John O'Connell of Overland, 
Democratic nominee for Coroner, 
was elected through the support of 
the Taxpayers’ League. His vote 
was 37,792 and that of his Repub- 
lican opponent, Rolland H. Bopp 
of Kirkwood, son and business as- 
sociate of the present Coroner, who 
is an undertaker, was 36,979—a 
majority of 813 for the physician. 
The one missing precinct is not ex- 
pected to alter the lead materially. 

Lill Polls 2764 Majority. 

For a time, as returns came in, 
there was a close race for Sher- 
iff, but Al Lill, Republican nom- 
inee and former Chief Deputy 
Sheriff, ended with a 2764 major- 
ity. The vote: Lill, 36,413; S. C.
